REST, CULMINATING IN PICKETING HAS RESULTED IN THE NORMAL

RUSSIA IS PRIMARILY IN AGRICULTURAL COMMODITIES - COCOA 
BEANS AND COFFEE. RUSSIAN IMPORTS OF CRITICAL MATERIALS 
IS NEGLIGIBLE - 1974 IMPORTS OF TIN AND TIN CONCENTRATES 
FROM BOLIVIA WERE 3,432 METRIC TONS AND 1974 IMPORTS OF 
LEAD FROM PERU WERE 5,989 METRIC TONS.
